Chichester's  "Citizen  of  the  Year"  Award  is  given  at  the  Cub  Scout's  Annual  Blue  &  Gold  Banquet,  to  honor  a  person 
for  his  or  her  loyalty  and  dedication.  On  February  19.  1983,  our  "1983  Citizen  of  the  Year"  was  given  to  a  person  well 
known  by  many  people  in  our  town,  Mrs.  Virginia  Sanborn. 

Ginger  has  worked  with  the  youth  of  Chichester  and  the  youth  of  the  surrounding  towns  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a 
century.  She  has  been  a  Brownie  Troop  Leader  and  a  Girl  Scout  Camp  Counselor  and  Camp  Director.  She  was  a 
Chichester  4-H  Leader  for  9  years.  Some  of  the  other  organizations  she  has  been  active  in  are  as  follows;  She  is  a  Board 
Member  of  the  Central  New  Hampshire  Community  Mental  Health  Center  and  was  Vice-President  for  one  year  and 
Secretary  for  several  years,  she  has  done  the  calligraphy  for  all  awards  for  the  Concord  United  Way,  she  was  a  Board 
member  and  President  for  3  years  of  the  Central  New  Hampshire  Educational  Services,  and  she  is  the  Chichester  Red 
Cross  Town  chairperson  and  being  an  active  member  of  the  Red  Cross  Board  has  helped  organize  blood  drawings  and  the 
swimming  lessons  for  the  youth  of  Chichester  and  surrounding  towns.  She  was  also  a  member  of  the  Chichester  Fire 
Department  Ladies  Auxiliary  and  the  Chichester  Mutual  Extension  Club. 

Ginger  is  an  active  member  of  the  Adult  Education  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  for  the  towns  of  Chichester, 
Pembroke,  Epsom  and  Allenstown.  She  does  the  calligraphy  for  the  Course  Certificates  each  semester.  As  an  active 
member  of  the  Chichester  PTO  since  1 960,  she  became  the  Ways  and  Means  Chairperson  in  her  second  year  and  initiated 
our  Community  Birthday  Calendar  that  we  get  every  year.  In  1962  and  1963,  she  was  Vice  President  and  from  1963  to 
1965,  she  was  President.  During  her  tenure  as  President,  she  re- activated  the  Chichester  Town  Library  and  initiated  an 
annual  Easter  Egg  Hunt. 

Because  of  her  organizing  abilities  and  artistic  talent,  she  was  recruited  to  produce  the  following  stage  murals:  The 
Robert  E.  Lee  Steamboat  on  the  Mississippi  for  the  Ministrel  Show.  The  Castle  in  the  Wizard  of  Oz  for  the  variety  show 
( drawn  by  her  but  painted  by  her  class).  The  Park  scene  for  the  Old  Home  Day  Show  and  the  Kings  Throne  and  Castle  for 
th  4-H  skit  "Cinderella  Wore  Boots".  Our  "citizen  of  the  year"  has  been  a  teacher  at  Chichester  Central  School  since 
1 969.  She  has  been  active  with  the  girls  Cheerleading,  girls  basketball,  the  special  Services  Committee  and  the  curriculum 
Development  Affective  Education  Committee.  She  currently  does  calligraphy  for  all  school  awards,  8th  grade  diplomas 
and  school  certificates. 

She  has  also  been  a  substitute  teacher  in  Concord,  Pembroke,  Deerfield  and  Pittsfield  schools.  But,  we  are  very  lucky 
to  have  her  full  time  at  good  Olde  Chichester  Central.

Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Chichester,  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  March,  next  at 
10:00  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  of  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

Article  3  through  Article  20  will  be  taken  up  at  the  second  session  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  Saturday,  March 
12,  1983,  at  12:30  P.M.  at  the  Town  Hall. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  current  year  taxes.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good  business!  This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection  program  of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in 
the  past  75  years,  established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  prevention  and  control.  Our  annual  acreage  loss  to 
forest  fires  of  one-half  acre  per  fire  is  the  best  in  the  nation.  This  fire  record  has  come  about  through  the  cooperative  efforts 
of  our  state/town  forest  fire  protection  program.  The  state  provides  detection  of  fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire  wardens, 
low  cost  forest  fire  suppression  equipment  to  local  fire  departments,  and  technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground.  Local 
governments  provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  and  who  respond 
quickly  to  suppress  reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres  lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burned 
33  acres  compared  to  the  modem  day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and  our  entire  citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHICHESTER  LIBRARY 

In  May,  1982,  Chichester  Library  lost  its  librarian,  Mrs.  Sylvia  Dane.  Mrs.  Dane  became  librarian  on  March  29, 1973. 
She  took  the  necessary  courses  for  certification  by  the  N.H.  State  Library  and  served  the  library  with  time  and  energy 
which  extended  far  beyond  her  salaried  hours.  The  search  for  her  successor  is  in  progress. 

The  library  also  suffered  the  loss  of  Mrs.  Kathleen  Shaw  and  Mr.  Homer  Dodge,  two  very  active  borrowers.  Each  of 
these  friends  of  the  library  has  been  memorialized  by  gifts  to  the  library  from  family  and  friends.  Mrs.  Anna  Dodge  gave 
many  books  to  the  library  in  memory  of  her  husband,  including  a  set  of  Louis  L"  Amour  westerns,  which  are  enjoying  great 
popularity  with  readers.  Money  given  in  memory  of  Kay  Shaw  and  Sibbe  Dane  will  be  used  to  purchase  a  rolling  book  cart. 
A  donation  was  made  to  the  Library  Building  Fund  in  Sibbe  Dane' s  memory,  and  two  books  on  stenciling  and  tole  painting 
were  given  in  her  name  by  the  Mutual  Help  Extension  Club  of  Chichester. 

Mrs.  Edith  Bailat,  who  had  been  serving  as  Assistant  Librarian  for  the  past  year  and  a  half,  found  that  a  full  time  job  and 
family  responsibilities  left  her  with  very  little  time  for  the  library.  Her  son  Claude  has  taken  on  the  Saturday  morning  shift 
at  the  library  as  a  part  time  job  until  a  new  librarian  is  hired.  Hannah  West  will  be  delivering  books  to  shut-ins. 

The  N.H.  State  Library  book  van  came  in  October,  1 982,  to  leave  a  new  supply  of  books  for  Chichester  readers.  The 
Extension  Division  spent  most  of  1982  relocating  its  books  to  a  new  storage  area  on  Loudon  Road  in  Concord.  The  new 
location  is  very  convenient  for  the  Chichester  library  staff,  who  personally  chose  the  selections  left  by  the  van  in  October. 

Many  new  books  have  been  purchased  this  year,  and  others  have  been  donated.  The  Granite  State  Doll  Club  kindly 
gave  the  library  a  copy  of  its  anniversary  book.  Emphasis  in  buying  has  been  on  easy  readers  in  the  children's  section  and 
on  books  about  New  Hampshire  or  written  by  New  Hampshire  authors  in  the  areas  of  adult  fiction  and  non-fiction. 

Nearly  ten  years  have  passed  since  the  last  time  the  library  was  refurbished.  The  trustees  have  not  given  up  their  hopes 
and  plans  for  a  larger  facility.  The  Building  Fund  and  the  Arnold  Newcomb  Bequest  continue  to  expand  at  a  good  rate  of 
interest.  However,  a  move  seems  unlikely  in  the  forseeable  future.  Therefore,  a  new  bookcase  has  been  built  in  the  middle 
of  the  library  and  other  bookcases  have  been  moved  around  to  accommodate  more  books.  A  carpet,  purchased  with  some 
interest  money  from  the  Arnold  Newcomb  Bequest,  has  been  put  down  to  cover  the  worn  painted  floor.  The  walls  of  the 
stairwell  were  scraped  and  painted  by  Claude  Bailat  as  a  Boy  Scout  project. 

The  prints  by  New  Hampshire  artists  purchased  with  money  from  the  Dr.  Harold  Conrad  Memorial  Fund  have  been 
given  frames  donated  by  Mrs.  Lucille  Noel.  These  prints  are  available  for  loan  either  singly  or  as  a  set. 

The  trustees  have  begun  to  revise  and  update  the  library  by-laws.  They  hope  to  complete  this  project  before  another 
year  has  passed.

TheConcordRegionalVisitingNurseAssociation,  Inc.  continued  to  service  Chichester  for  this  past  year.  In  the  Home 
Care  program  service  is  provided  under  a  physician's  plan  of  treatment  to  patients  who  are  essentially  homebound  with 
diagnosed  illness.  This  service  is  rendered  by  health  professionals  (Registered  Nurses,  Physical  Therapist,  Occupational 
Therapist,  Speech  Therapist,  Nutritionist)  and  paraprofessionals,  ( Homemaker/Home  Health  Aides,  Health  Assistants) 
according  to  the  patient's  and  family's  needs.  Hospice  care  is  provided  to  patients  in  the  last  six  months  of  terminal  illness. 
The  Health  Promotion  program  has  services  (child  health,  family  planning,  screening)  that  are  provided  to  low 
income/high  risk  patients  and  families  in  group  settings,  such  as  clinic  and  screening  sites. 

Health  Education  and  Instruction  is  part  of  each  home  visit  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Chichester  may  request  agency  service-patient,  doctor,  health  facility,  pastor,  friend  or  neighbor.  Patients 
are  also  referred  by  other  agencies.  All  requests  are  answered,  but  continuing  home  care  can  be  provided  only  with  a 
physician's  orders. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association.  Inc..  (224-4093)  between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  9  p.m., 
seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  start  services  or  make  inquiries.  Hospice  staff  are  on  call  ( 224-4093)  9  p.m.  to  8 
a.m. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.  Fees  are  scaled  for  those  unable  to  pay  the  charge  if  that 
person  has  no  other  funding  source  available.  However,  for  fee  scaling,  federal  regulations  require  a  financial  statement  be 
completed  and  a  fee  may  be  appropriate  for  which  the  patient  will  be  responsible.  Town  monies  subsidize  those  visits  that 
are  scaled  or  that  no  fee  is  collectible. 

This  Agency  is  accredited  by  National  League  for  Nursing  and  American  Public  Health  Association:  Certified  for 
Medicare  and  is  a  member  agency  of  Community  Health  Care  Association  and  United  Way  of  Greater  Concord.

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CHICHESTER  SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 

Several  energy  saving  measures,  identified  in  a  1 980  "energy  audit",  liave  now  been  completed  on  the  school  building. 
The  first  of  these  projects  was  the  installation  of  a  weather-tight  entry  door  on  the  westerly  end  of  the  school.  The  door  was 
also  designed  to  facilitate  handicapped  access.  A  second  project  replaced  the  overhead  incandescent  lighting  fixtures 
throughout  the  building  with  energy  efficient  fluorescent  units.  The  final  and  most  involved  project  consisted  in 
replacement  of  the  existing  drafty  windows  on  the  northern  side  of  the  building  with  new  triple- glazed  units.  The  existing 
glass-block  wall  above  the  windows  in  the  classrooms  was  replaced  with  a  six  inch  insulated  wall  section.  This  new 
construction  should  dramatically  improve  the  comfort  of  the  classrooms  and  should  be  less  susceptable  to  damage  from 
outside  activities. 

The  cost  of  all  of  these  projects  was  matched  with  federal  monies  available  through  the  Governor's  Council  on 
Energy.  Although  it  proved  quite  frustrating  and  time  consuming  to  obtain  these  funds,  the  Board  feels  that  savings  to  the 
taxpayer  in  both  initial  construction  costs  and  future  operating  expenses  made  the  effort  well  worthwhile. 

A  new  alarm  system  has  been  connected  to  the  schoofs  boiler  unit.  The  system  consists  of  a  horn  and  light  at  the  front 
entrance  door  which  acfivate  if  the  furnace  fails  to  turn  on  properly  while  the  building  is  unoccupied.  Anyone  who  observes 
the  alarm  is  requested  to  notify  the  Principal  and/ or  a  School  Board  Member. 

The  administrafion  and  staff  have  continued  work  on  the  Accountability  Plan  which  was  started  several  years  ago  to 
test  and  monitor  competency  in  various  subject  areas.  Latest  work  has  dealt  with  History,  Language  Arts  and 
Mathematics.  The  Board  appreciates  the  enthusiasm  and  diligence  shown  by  the  Committee  which  is  developing  the  Plan. 
For  the  coming  year  it  is  planned  to  utilize  the  information  gained  from  this  work  to  review  and  assess  our  curriculum  to 
assure  best  use  of  our  resources  on  behalf  of  the  community. 

In  the  past  year,  several  changes  in  staff  organization  have  occurred  at  the  School  Administrafive  Unit  #53  Office. 
These  changes  are  seen  by  the  Board  as  improvements  in  the  operation  and  efficiency  of  services  provided  to  Chichester. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  current  school  year  Ms.  Patsy  Baugh  was  hired  to  fill  the  position  of  Business  Administrator.  Next 
year  Ms.  Baugh  will  assume  the  position  of  Assistant  Superintendent  which  is  being  created  to  include  the  business 
administrator  duties  as  well  as  coordinator  of  curriculum  review.  Other  internal  changes  will  be  made  at  the  SAU  office  in 
order  to  make  better  use  of  staff  abilities.  The  Board  expects  that  these  changes  will  allow  for  more  efficient  use  of  the 
Superintendent's  time  in  dealing  with  administrative  duties  associated  with  our  community. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  school  year  the  District  incurred  substantial  expenditures  due  to  unanticipated  needs  for 
special  educafion  services.  The  budget  was  monitored  very  carefully  to  assure  that  overexpenditure  did  not  occur.  A  great 
financial  burden  is  placed  on  communities  due  to  mandated  State  requirements  which  are  not  supported  with  adequate 
State  funding.  The  Board  is  pursuing  this  subject  with  other  districts  and  the  N.H.  School  Board  Association  in  hopes  that 
Legislative  changes  can  be  made  to  realistically  and  fairly  address  public  needs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  to  you  about  our  progress  as  a  school  district.  Since  our  primary  purpose  is  the  education  of  the 
children  entrusted  to  us,  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  and  compliment  what  I  consider  to  be  a  most  competent  group  of 
teachers.  Their  commitment  to  and  affection  for  their  students  help  to  create  an  effective  and  caring  learning  environment. 
I  am  happy  to  report  to  you  that  I  have  seen  several  examples  of  outstanding  teaching  in  my  visits  to  the  school.  Mr.  Fowler 
and  the  teachers  have  developed  a  Five  Year  Curriculum  Plan  which  will  have  us  evaluate  all  parts  of  our  academic 
program  during  the  next  five  years.  It  is  important  for  us  honestly  to  ask,  "Are  we  doing  the  best  possible  job  of  teaching  our 
students  with  the  resources  available  to  us?" 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  report  to  you  about  many  community  residents  who  have  provided  real  help  to  the  school  by 
acting  as  school  volunteers,  staffing  our  library,  or  by  providing  assistance  in  improving  our  playground  facilities.  These 
"partnership  efforts"  are  most  helpful  to  us  and  are  very  much  appreciated. 

You  may  have  seen  the  renovations  completed  in  some  classrooms  in  an  effort  to  conserve  energy.  Glass  blocks  in 
walls  have  been  removed  and  have  been  replaced  by  heavily  insulated  walls  with  new  windows.  Careful  planning  and 
considerable  expenditure  of  time  by  the  School  Board  resulted  in  an  attractive,  energy  efficient  project  which  was  partially 
financed  with  federal  funds. 

Other  financial  news  from  the  state  is  not  as  positive.  Federal  and  state  revenues  coming  to  the  district  are  declining. 
This  decline  in  revenues,  without  any  similar  decline  in  requirements,  makes  our  mutual  job  of  running  and  financing  the 
school  program  more  difficult.  As  of  this  writing,  we  have  been  told  to  plan  for  less  revenue  in  building  aid,  sweepstakes, 
block  grants,  and  special  education.  This  year,  the  state  has  not  paid  the  share  of  the  salaries  for  the  Superintendent  or 
Business  Administrator  which  it  formerly  paid.  Because  of  events  such  as  these,  several  school  districts  have  joined  in  a 
lawsuit  against  the  state  to  contest  the  method  of  funding  public  education.  The  case,  already  before  the  New  Hampshire 
Supreme  Court,  is  expected  to  be  decided  by  the  end  of  the  current  school  year. 

As  your  Superintendent,  I  am  pleased  with  and  grateful  for  the  professional  efforts  of  our  staff.  Their  efforts,  supported 
by  the  School  Board,  have  a  great  deal  to  do  with  our  progress  as  a  school  system.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  community  for 
their  continued  interest  and  support.  We  really  are  in  a  joint  effort  on  behalf  of  our  students.

Along  with  the  teachers  and  staff  members  at  Chichester  Central,  there  are  other  organized  dedicated  people  in  the 
community  who  are  persistently  working  hard  to  better  the  opportunities  of  the  students  at  Chichester  Central  School.  The 
library  aides  top  the  list. 

The  P.T.O.  officers  are  actively  directing  their  various  committees,  one  of  which  is  the  playground  committee  which  is 
looking  into  ways  of  improving  the  play  area  at  the  school  and  to  provide  for  more  opportunities  for  recess  activities  for  the 
younger  students. 

Another  very  active  group  is  the  gymnasium  committee.  This  group  of  citizens  have  been  active  for  about  a  year  and 
has  a  goal  of  devising  plans  for  possible  construction  of  a  gymnasium. 

Last  fall  the  staff  members  attended  an  all  day  basic  first  aid  workshop  held  by  the  Red  Cross  to  update  them  in  the 
latest  methods  of  first  aid. 

New  curtains  were  installed  by  Dunbar  Interiors  of  Concord  in  the  7  th  and  8th  grade  room.  These  were  made  of  dry 
cleanable  blackout  material  and  replaced  the  original  drapes. 

Opechee  Construction  Management  Corp.  of  Laconia  was  contracted  to  replace  the  windows  on  the  northwest  side  of 
the  school  with  triple  glaze  glass,  screens  and  insulated  walls  replacing  the  glass  blocks.  The  funding  for  this  project  was 
paid  for  by  matching  funds  from  the  Title  III  federal  energy  program. 

Joe  Fecteau  who  maintains  our  furnace  installed  an  alarm  warning  system  on  the  boiler  this  summer.  There  is  a  red 
lightjust  outside  the  front  door  that  lights  up  when  the  heat  goes  off  and  a  bell  that  can  be  hooked  up  in  very  cold  weather. 

The  hot  lunch  program  spent  most  of  their  surplus  from  last  year  to  replace  a  freezer  that  was  over  fifteen  years  old.  A 
commercial  two  door  freezer  was  purchased  to  take  advantage  of  receiving  more  government  surplus  food. 

A  block  grant  was  received  this  year  to  purchase  books  for  the  libran'  in  the  area  of  high  interest  -  low  level  materials. 
This  meant  additional  shelving  was  needed  which  the  P.T.O.  library  committee  will  provide.
